icome Returns of the Present Year.
1B oronkers have had & good deal w say

alout the falling off in income returns the
present year, as compared with the last,
Doubtless there has been some diminution,
Congress reduced the income tax by exempt-
ing all inoomes of less than one thousand dol-
lars, and by reducing the rate on the higher
olass of incomes, so that with the usual gains
on the part of the people a considerably dimi-
nished revenue wonld have been received by
the Government. In the general decline of
prices, howaver, it was inevitable that the
profits of trade should be less than usual, Bat
the losses have probably not been so large as
was expooted. Thus we have heard it reported
in the streets that Mr. A. T. Btewart, the great
New York merchant, had this year returned
an income of less than F100,800. We see,
however, by the published returns in
the New York papers, that Mr, Stewart returns
an income for the past year of over seven hun-
dred thousand dollars. We do not think he
has much occasion to complain of dull times,
Nor in looking over the returns for that city,
do we find that there is any lack of large in-
comes. There is, generally, a decline as com-
pared with last year, but not always.

It should be borne in mind that the incomes
of the past few years have not genesally repre-
sented what might be called the legitimate
profits of trade. They have been made up
largely of the advance in the nominal value of
ptocks while on hand. Bo, too, now while
prices are declining to their natural level, a
diminution of incomes does mot necessarily
represent & decline in trade. Indeed, if the
business of the country can be carried on

du this return to & normal condition with-
out mbsolute loss, we may well rest satistled.
But we are doing much better thao that.

Artists are delighted when a
masterplece 18 brought from Europe, and acoord
losach the commendation It may deserve;and If
they bave recently evinead a desire Lo be pro-
tected from the flood of foreign pletures Lhat
now deluge the country, let It be understood
that it s not against the lntroduction of such
paintings as come from the easels of men like
Gerome, Gallait, Gastaldl, Bouguereau, or Mes-
sonler to which they are opposed. No; such
canvases ag they produee will always be wals
comed by the artistle fraternivy; while, on the
otber band, the lnferior and madiocre otusions
of Belgian and German studios are by them
considered a bane and s nuisance,

Thereo 18 something bitter in the faol of there
Lelng about one bundred and frfty unsold ple-
fures on the walls of the Academy, Out of
that number fivo have been disposed of—not a
very brisk demand, certainly—and we should
like to know 1If the contributors have the right
to feel encournged by this state of aflalrs?

It Is & matter of mueh time and
lubor to paint a good ploture; sometimes months
are given to the task, and when, after placing
an expensive frame thereon, 1t has to remaln
unsold for a long time, the prospects of the
artist moy Lo clussed ns discouraglog In Lhe

exilreme; andu{et. curlously onmfﬁh, when
these same produoctions are disposed of under
the bammer of the anctloneer, they often real-
ize betler prices Lhan conld be oblalned at pri-
vate sale.
